After two unrelated announcements by 
Clerk Esther Hurst, the meeting adjourned 
without further comment. 

The contract item was added to the 
agenda at the meeting. When it came up, 
there were no motions. 

Township attorney Rob Young said the 
board had passed the motion to adopt the 
recommendation of the hiring committee 
to hire McClary. He said the board said 
they would match other contracts and the 
board looked at the contract. 

Young said he looked at an amended 
agreement and was handed another 
contract he wanted the board to consider. 

Young said a lot of progress was made in 
negotiations and McClary was there at the 
meeting if board members wanted to ask 
any questions. 

McClary said in his experience when 
you look for a manager candidate, the 
usual process is a committee is established 
and a contract established on what the 
community can live with and what it can’t 
live with. 

He said he spoke with the deputy 
supervisor (Trustee Tim Rush) and 
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the township attorney. McClary said 
he proposed changes that were not 
substantive, such as the severance clause 
for termination without cause. 

“You would see my recommendation is 
the norm,” he said. He said some township 
managers have larger severance and his 
proposal was a six-month severance for 
base pay only. 

He said he would be happy to talk to the 
deputy supervisor and supervisor. 

“Is this the final contract?” Trustee 
Matthew Oddy, asked referring to the 
document they had been given. 

Deputy Supervisor/Trustee Rush said 
McClary sent him the updated page, 
Section 7, and all other parts are the same. 

McClary said the part that said “after the 
first year of employment” wasn’t necessary 
because his contract is indefinite and he can 
be fired at any time as an at-will employee. 
He said “one year” doesn’t make sense. 

He said the final offer was marked up in 
green.

The Belleville Area District Library Board 
at its regular meeting on April 12 approved 
a resolution spelling out the details of 
the question to go on the Aug. 2 primary 
election ballot to replace an operating 
millage that had expired last year. 
Any questions to go on the Aug. 2 ballot 
were due to the county by 4 p.m., May 10. 
Rather than call a special election for the 
school district with only one thing on the 
ballot last fall, the board decided to wait 
until the August primary to put the question 
on the ballot that was sure to .draw a lot of 
voters. 

Since it wasn’t on a ballot last fall, the 
proposal cannot be called a renewal and is 
being referred to as a replacement millage. 

As part of the resolution, the Belleville 
Area Independent, “a newspaper published 
or of general circulation within the District 
Library,” will be utilized for publication of 
notices in accordance with the election law 
requirements. 

District Library 
Operating Millage Proposal 
This proposal will allow the District 
Library to levy additional millage in the 


Buren Township who have elected me 
three consecutive times to represent them 
on our township board,” Miller said.

Board OKs millage language for August primary 


City of Belleville, Charter Township of 
Van Buren, and Township of Sumpter for 
library operating purposes. 

Shall the limitation on the amount of 
taxes which may be assessed against all 
taxable property within the geographical 
boundaries of the Belleville Area District 
Library, Wayne County, Michigan, be 
increased by 0.6864 mill ($0.6864 on each 
$1,000 taxable valuation) for a period of 15 
years, 2022 to 2036, inclusive, to provide 
funds for library operating purposes; the 
estimate of the revenue the District Library 
will collect if the millage is approved and 
levied in 2022 is approximately $1,189,137 
(this restores millage that expired with the 
2021 tax levy)? 

Board members have said since last fall 
that they will make an effort to explain to 
voters that even though the ballot language 
calls it “additional millage” it just replaces 
the millage that was approved by voters in 
the past and expired in 2021. 

The board also had decided not to ask 
for the original millage amount that the 
Headlee Amendment had rolled back but to 
seek to renew the lesser Headlee amount. 

In other business at the one-hour meeting, 
the board: 


e Discussed the successful grand opening 
and ribbon cutting celebration for the 
library on April 9. At one point they were 
afraid they would run out of sandwiches, 
but out of 300 sandwiches, one was left. 
Library Director Mary Jo Suchy said over 
400 people were counted by the counter at 
the front door. “It was over the moon,” she 
said of the celebration. “They hit it out of 
the park” 

e Learned that from 75 to 100 guests are 
expected for the April 29 special event for 
donors that gave funds to pay for amenities 
and special features for the new building; 

e Heard Director Suchy announce that the 
library will be closed on Wednesday, April 
27, for a staff, in-service training day. One 
focus of the day will be on library safety 
procedures and City Manager/Police Chief 
Dave Robinson will be on hand to answer 
any questions the staff may have; 

e Heard Director Suchy also announce 
the recycling bin in the parking lot has 
been emptied twice since the last board 
meeting. There had been a problem with 
getting access to the bin to empty it, but 
that problem was solved. Also, Suchy 
said the library’s carpeting and tile was 
professionally cleaned by the library’s 


janitorial company in preparation for the 
library open house; 

e Was advised the library’s microfilm 
reader and printer in the local history room 
have become obsolete, with parts and toner 
no longer available. A new reader and 
printer have been delivered with improved 
technology. The last microfilm reader, 
was purchased for the library in 2005 by 
the Belleville Rotary Club’s Charles B. 
Cozadd Foundation. Suchy said this new 
equipment will allow the library to embark 
on future digitization projects; 

e Learned the former dishwasher that kept 
breaking down had an anode to prevent 
rust and it reacted to the water. The new 
dishwasher is a GE with a three-year 
warranty and works fine; and 

e Heard board chairperson Sharon Peters 
say a June 1 museum visioning session 
has been set at the library by Van Buren 
Township and an online survey on the 
museum is scheduled for May. She said 
she hopes the community will have an 
operating museum to be the library’s 
partner in the cultural center of the town. 


VBT Planners OK two fireworks tents, review ordinance revisions

At the March 23 meeting, the planning 
commission also approved the temporary 
land use for the TNT Fireworks tent at 
the Walmart site at 10562 Belleville Rd. 
from June 22 to July 5. Power said this is 
its eighth year and it has operated without 
problems.

The planning commission spent most of 


the one-hour-and 26-minute meeting on 
the new zoning ordinance amendments 
being proposed for the Sumpter Road 
Corridor Plan.

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A story about dogs 
abandoned in Sumpter 
Township 


Recently a couple of strange dogs were 
wandering around on Sherwood Road, 
just south of Arkona. They kept within 
a relatively small area of a few hundred 
yards, and it became clear that the reason 
they were not moving on was because they 
were waiting for whoever dropped them off 
to come back and pick them up. They did 
not know that they had been abandoned. 

The next day, they were still in the area, 
and the Sumpter PD was called. Two 
officers came out and attempted to capture 
the dogs, one of which was very aggressive 
and protective of the other. The officers 
displayed great ability and compassion 
in dealing with the animals, but the dogs 
were too frightened, being in a strange 
environment and around people they did 
not know, so they did not get close enough 
to be taken. 

The officers picked up two cages from 
the “Friends of Michigan Animal Rescue,” 
located nearby on Arkona Road, and set 
them up on a nearby property. Meanwhile, 
neighbors posted messages on Facebook 
and Nextdoor, and within minutes some 
neighbors came by and tried to pick up the 
dogs, or feed them, without success. 

One of the people checking out Facebook 
that afternoon was Kim from “Lost & 
Found Monroe Michigan Pets.” She and 
her husband Rick volunteer their time 
and specialized equipment in finding and 
rescuing lost and abandoned pets. They 
showed up in the area, and managed, after 
a while, to cage both dogs just as the sun 
was setting. 

They dropped the dogs off at Friends 
of Michigan Animals Rescue that night, 
where they were met by an employee and 
another officer from Sumpter PD, who, 
conincidently, had recently adopted a 
rescued pet himself. 

The interaction of the police officers, Kim 
and Rick, and the volunteers at FMAR, 
along with the residents of the area, was a 
perfect example of how cooperation is often 
key to getting things done. By the way, the 
two dogs lost most of their aggression after 
being captured and allowed themselves to 
be petted, and are in the second-best place 
they could possibly be, while waiting to 
find themselves in the very best place, after 
being adopted.

The officer didn’t know this was happening 
until advised by officers from Washtenaw 
Sheriff’s department that the incident was on 
social media. 

Odumodu is charged with possession of a 
weapon by a felon, possession of ammunition 
by a felon, assault, carrying a concealed 
weapon, assault on a police officer, and four 
charges of felony firearm on March 26 in Van 
Buren Township. 

His probable cause conference was 
adjourned until April 13. On that date his 
preliminary exam was set for May 18. He is 
being held on $100,000 cash or surety bond 
and if that is posted he is not to be released 
with a GPS tether. A pretrial service referral 
was emailed. 

On April 13, his Neighborhood Defender 
Service attorney Elizabeth Young asked that 
his bond be addressed since he has been in 
jail a long time, since the March 26 incident. 
She protested that her client is young, grew 
up without money and has no money for 
bond and is not a flight risk since he was born 
and raised in the Detroit area. She said he is 
a kind and respectful person. 

She said the charges came from a traffic 
stop and he allegedly had a handgun during 
the felonious assault of an officer and the 
officer didn’t know he had a gun. She noted 
he had a fourth habitual offender notice. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Jane 
Gillis said the felonious assault charge is for 
a court to decide and he had a prior weapons’ 
offense. 

Judge Green said the charge of being against 
a police officer with a gun is serious and she 
would not change the bond that day. She said 
when she gets the pretrial services report, she 
will immediately set a bond hearing.

COVID-19 deaths 
stay at 130 in 48111, 
positive tests total 9,010 


The total number of people who have 
died from COVID-19 in the 48111 zip 
code remained at 130 as of Sunday, 
April 17, according to figures from the 
Wayne County Health Department. The 
COVID-19 death number in the tri- 
community had been at 128 since March 
10 and then on April 11 there was one more 
in Van Buren Township and one more in 
Sumpter Township. 

The positive tests for COVID-19 in 
48111 totaled 9,010 on Sunday, April 17, 
(the most recent update) up from 8,962 on 
Monday, April 11. 

On Sunday, April 17, the separate totals 
released by the Wayne County Health 
Department for the tri-community were: 
Van Buren Township, 6,160 positive cases, 
87 deaths; City of Belleville, 1,037 positive 
cases, 13 deaths; and Sumpter Township 
1,813 positive cases, 30 deaths. 

The Van Buren Public Schools had four 
positive tests recorded on April 11, none on 
April 12, one on April 13, none on April 14 
and two on April 15, a total of seven last 
week. As of April 15 there has been a total 
of 568 positive cases since the beginning 
of the school year last August. Deaths, if 
any, are not reported.

wanted more information on whether not 
paying what was billed will bring large late 
charges for the township; 

e Approved, on a 6-1 vote with Morgan 
voting no, the migration of ADP to BS&A 
Payroll Platform Module at a project 
initiation cost not to exceed $14,300, 
effective April 18, 2022;

e Approved giving the Treasurer’s office 
authority to claim some $1,300 in cash or 
items of value for Sumpter Township from 
the State of Michigan Unclaimed Property 
program; 

e Approved going out for three bids for 
security measures for the supervisor’s 
office and to build a ramp to the board 
table; 

e Heard resident Mary Ban speak for 
three minutes until the buzzer cut her off. 
She said the roads need attention from the 
county, she asked about any information 
on the museum, and that she supported 
having a Newspaper of Record residents 
could hold in their hands and read. She said 
the people are ignoring that internet “paper 
you use” and “We the people do have a 
right to know,” she said;
